Two persons were wounded by a 
fusilade of bullets,”"a woman was 
knocked down, trampled end bruised 
and thousands of homeward-bound 
shoppers and workers were thrown 
into excitement at Five Points in the 
heart of the business district early 
Monday ‘aight.

street, who fired the shots at another 
negro, Pierce Hill, 26, of 48 Old 
Wheat street, who King claimed had 
engaged in a difficulty with King's 
wife. 

Three of the bullets fired by King 
took effect in the body of Hill, but 
the wounds were not regarded as 
fatal. Two bullets entered Hill's 
right thigh and the third inflicted a 
wound in the left shoulder.

United States Supreme 
Court Declines Appeal 
On Prohibition of Stores 
In Residential Sections. 


Washington, May 3.—(Special.)— 
Atlanta’s zoning law was declared un- 


constitutional in effect today, when 


the United States supreme court re- 
fused to review the decision of the 
Georgia supreme court, which Nreld 
that the zoning ordinance was not 
constitutional. 

The review was asked by the c‘ty 
of Atlanta in the case brought by Mrs. 
Chauncey Smith, a property owner, 
who was refused an injunction against 
the city by the superior court of Ful- 
ton county, and took the case to the 
state supreme court, which held that 
the zoning ordinance and the enabling 
act passed by the state legislature 
both were unconstitutional, and grant- 
ed an injunction against enforcement 
of the ordinance. 

In its argument for a review, the 
city contended that most of the legal 
decisions annulling zoning ordinances 
have affected ordinances which had no 
enabling acts to support them. 

Mrs. Smith wished to erect business 
buildings on property she owned on 
Piedmont avenue near Boulevard 
Park, and action was brought against 
her on the ground that the zoning law 


prevented business buildings ghere, -as 
it was restricted under the city law 


to residences. 
The city held that the law was en- 
tirely legal.

Chicago, .May  3.—(#)—Charged 
by the court with the task of fore- 
stalling ‘a reign of terror” in Chica- 
go, a special grand jury set out to- 
day to fix responsibility for internec- 
ine gang warfare which culminated 
last week in a triple murder whose 
principal victim was Assistant State's 
Attorney William H. McSwiggin. 

Attorney General Oscar Carlstrom, 
of Illinois, intervening at the request 
of State’s Attorney, Robert E. Crowe, 
took charge of the panel after it had 
been sworn and instructed by Judge 
William V. Brothers, acting chief jus- 
tice of the criminal court. 

An inquiry of possible relation of the 
gang warfare with politics was sug- 
gested by the fact that the first two 
witnesses to appear before the grand 
jury were Coroner Oscar Wolff, po- 
litical foe of the state’s attorney, and 
Harry Eugene Kelly, president of the 
Union League club, of Chicago, and an 
advocate of an inquiry into gangdom’s 
possible relationships with law enforce- 
ment officials. 

State’s Attorney General Calstrom 
will conduct the inquiry with the as- 
ee of the state’s attorney's of- 
ice. 

Judge Brothers told the jury that at 
least nineteen of twenty murders since 
January 1 are what. migh be termed 
gang murders. He recounted the use 
by the slayers of sawed-off shotguns, 
rifles and machine guns; the commis- 
sion of all the murders by night, and 
refusal of victims to name their .slay-

: The Enqguirer-Sun, which was this 
week awarded the Pulitzer gold med- 
al for the “most disinterested and 
meritorious public service rendered 
by any American newspaper during 
1 os: he. * ge eee ee 
peper in Georgia in point of circula- 
tion, and, as population goes, is pub- 
lished in the fifth city in this state. 
It was founded in 1 by Mirabeau 
Lamar, the first vice-president of the 
republic of Texas, who was its editor. 
At one time it was edited and owned 
by Beale Richardson, uncle of Frank 
Richardson Kent, Washington corre- 
spondent of The Baltimore Sun, and 
as a young man Kent worked as a 
reporter on The Enquirer-Sun. 

For the past five years I have 
been: the controlling owner of e 
Enquirer-Sun, and since the fall of 
1922 have been both editor and gen- 
eral manager. Associated with me 
in the ownership and, editorial man- 
ngement is my wife, Julia Collier 


Harris, the author of the “Life and j* 


Letters of Joel Chandler Harris.” 
and the “Foundling Prince.” In ad- 
dition to her work on The Wnquirer- 
Sun, to which she contributes edi- 
torials and articles on literaiure, art, 
education and music, she has written 
for The Nation, Social Forces (pub- 
lished by the University of North 
Carolina), and has had articles in 
The Baltimore Evening Sun. The 
Herald-Tribune and The Atlanta 
Constitution. To her is due a large 
share in all the fights made by The 
She is a trained 
newspaper woman, and as fearless 
as she is intelligent. She is vice- 
president of The Enquirer-Sun com- 
pany. : 

From the moment I assumed ed- 
itorship of The Enquirer-Sun,_ the 
original program of a fight against 
the cowardly masked gang was 
broadened out. My first editorial 
was entitled “Putting Out a Fire 
With Gasoline,” and criticized ad- 
versely Judge George FP. Munro in 
connection with the change of venue 
for a murder case. I was arrested 
and brought before the court on the 
charge of contempt, and there stated 
my views of what a newspaper 
should stand for, and the imperative 
need for a free press. I was dis- 
with a warning; the judge 
was defeated at the next election. 


For more than five years The Fn- 
quirer-Sun has fought the klan de- 
nouncing it as 100 per cent un-Amer- 
ican and as a cowardly masked gang 
which attempted to usurp the rights 
of constituted authority and foment 
racial prejudice and religious intoler- 
ance. With the exception of a small! 
afternoon daily and a couple of week- 
ly papers, The Enquirer-Sun carried 
on a lone fight. Finding no other 
Georgia newspaper intended to print 
The New York World’s expose of the 
klan, The Enquirer-Sun did so. Twenty- 
per cent of its circulation disappeared 
and the air and the mails were bur- 
dened with anonymous threats. The 
Columbus chapter of the klan as a 
final gesture paraded about 300 strong, 
masked and robed and carrying plac- 
ards which contained such Christian 
sentiments as “America for Gentiles,’ 
“Down with the Jews,” “Down with 
the Negro.” The fight against the 
Klu Kluxers was continued until the 
local klan dwindled to the point of dis- 
appearing from public notice. The 
original chapter disbanded and efforts 
to get any strength have failed. _ Its 
first and last entry into local politics 
resulted in a 4-tol defeat. 

Along with the fight against the 
klan, The Enquiter-Sun took up the 
cudgels for religious tolerance and jJus- 
tice to the negro. In the face of 
what I call “a banal and overworked 
slogan of ‘It’s great to be a Georgian.’ ” 
which the present governor either orig- 
inated or adopted, The Enquirer-Sun | 
has told without reserve what it be- 
lieves to be the truth about the state, 
using such captions as “The Empire 
State of Illiteracy,” “The Invisible 
Empire State,” “The Lynching of 
a Lunatic Negro” and “Thirteen Lit- 
tle King Canutes” this last being the 
opening gun of The Enquirer-Sun’s 
campaign against the anti-evolution 
bill which was recommended for pass- 
age by the so-called legislative com- 
mittee on education. In this fight, 
in which Julia Collier Harris’ article 
played a leading part, The Atlanta 
Constitution and The Macon Telegrapn 
joined whole-heartedly. Believing that 
religion and the theory of evolution 
do not conflict, and feeling that a sort 
of hysteria fostered by uninformed but 
sincerely religious persons was abroad, 
my wifeandI sawinthe Dayton trial 
the news story of the year. We cov- 
ered the trial together, both by mail 
and by wire; and The Enquirer-Sun 
was the only Georgia newspaper with 
special representatives handling the 
news of the Tennessee heresy trial. 
Georgia legislators made a feeble flut- 
ter in 1925 to bring up the bill to 
prohibit the teaching of the theory of 
evolution, but so many Georgia news- 
papers opened fire on them that the 
matter was dropped. No word was 


the minds of too many whites. 

The Enquirer-Sun has been attack- 
ed by other Georgia papers for making 
public Georgia’s weaknesses and for 
criticising mercilessly her defects. One 
Georgia editor invited me to leave 
Georgia, but I refused to go. It is 
because of my love for Georgia that I 
will not re-echo the wailing cry, 
“Georgia’s no worse than any other 
state.” I contend that I am striving 
to have it said of my native state— 
and am devoting all my life to that 
end— that “Georgia is the best state 
in the union.” }

G. Hughes and Frank Chatham, on 
patrol duty at Five Points, were drawn 
to the scenrby the sound of the shots, 
and gave chase to the fleeing black. 

They encountered him as he was 
trying to escape from the basement 
of the hotel, whereupon King con- 
fessed that he had fired the shots. 
He said that the negro, Hill, had re- 
peatedly threatened his life and gave 
the officers a letter purporting to be 
from Hill in which the latter is said 
to have threatened King. 

At Grady hospital on the operating 
table.in the colored ward, Hill denied 
this claim.

He served as a 
captain in the engineers during the 
Spanish-American war and built sev- 
eral camps in the south during this 
period. It was at this time that he 
first visited Georgia. In 1916-17° he 
served as a lieutenant colonel on the 
Mexican border. During the early 
days of the world war, General Mc- 
Quigg organized, equipped and trained 
picked volunteers of engineers who 
were mustered into the federal serv- 
ice as the 112th engineers of the 37th 
division. This outfit, under his able 
command, laid out most of Camp Sher- 
idan in Alabama. In June of 1918, 
this division was sent overseas and 
gave a splendid account of itself in 
the Argonne, Belgium and the RBac- 
earat sector. In 1921, Colonel Me- 
Quigg was promoted to rank of brig- 
adier general infantry.

| Radio 
Invention. 


Who was the “inventor” of. radio? 
The soviet government claims the 
honor for a Russian, Professor Alex- 
ander Stepanovitch Popoff, and has 
adopted a characteristic method of 
telling the world about it. A new 
Russian postage stamp has been 
printed by the soviet authorities. 
Above an excellent likeness appear 
the words, “Inventisto de Radio— 
Popov.” The language of this in- 
scription is Esperanto, though the 
other characters on the stamp aré 
Russian. The facts appear to be that 
Professor Popoff—admittedly one of 
the great pioneers of wireless—pub- 
licly transmitted wireless signals over 
a distance of 40 metres in 1895, the 
year before Marconi took out his first 
patent for Hertzian wave telegraphy.

regions, is a deficiency of ‘iodin in 
food, water or medicine, some physi- 


cians believe that focal infection may 


be a contributing factor in many 
eases. That is, they think the fre- 
quent occurrence of infected tonsils, 
infected teeth, chronic middle ear in- 
fection (running ear) and neglected 
chornic sinus infection in children 
who have goiter moré than coinci- 


dence. : 
It is true that the thyroid gland 


has something to do with the process 
of ‘immynity, or as the layman usu- 
ally hears it called, “resistance” #to 
infectious disease, It is reasonable 
to think that prolonged infection, that 
is, the presence of a septic focus in 
the tonsils, a nasal sinus, the ear 
cavity, untreated for many months or 
years, places a heavy strain on the 
thyroid function and ultiniately ex- 
hausts the gland. In order to compre- 
hend how this happens one must first 
understand that the hormone of in- 
ternal secretion of the thyroid gland 
controls the rate of combustion, oxida- 
tion or metabolism in the body, much 
as the ignition spark controls the 
running of the internal combustion 
engine. Of course the toxins or poi- 
sonous products of disease germs in 
the body must be destroyed by com- 
bustion or oxidation. 

In the young, the thyroid gland 
compensates for such exhaustion by in- 
creasing in size, so that more gland 
or secreting tissue may help maintain 
the oxidation process. Wher such ‘en- 
largement occurs we call the condition 
goiter. In the more mature, a pro- 
longed strain on the thyroid function 
seldom produces a compensatory en- 
largement of the gland, but more fre- 
quently brings about the general con- 
dition of the body whieh we call hypo- 
thyroidism. I am not better qualified 
to speak about this than the average 
physician, but I believe that iodin 
shortage is the essential cause of hy- 
pothyroidism in adults, just as it ‘s 
the essential cause of simple goiter 
in school children, and that the con- 
tributing factors are practically the 
same in both conditions, 

I can cite no definite “authority” 
for my belief, but I just suspect that 
before many years we are going to 
learn that away back behind the in- 
fluence of the iodin rgtion, underly- 
ing the whole question of the causa- 
tion of simple goiter in ehildhood ard 
hypothyroidism in mature life, is some 
vitamin, some influence from the sun, 
perhaps. a question of the quantity of 
ultraviolet light which is absorbed bby 
the uncovered skin. 

People with hypothyroidism love to 
coddle themselves with enormous 
weights of clothing and: bed covers; 
they are remarkably sensitive to the 
cold—and I'll murder anybody who 
dares to assume that I mean such peo- 
ple suffer more than others do from 
any kind of illness—I mean merely 
that persons with hypothyroidism are 

‘“eold blooded” and find torrid tem- 
peratures just comfortable when nor- 
mal folk complain of the excessive 
warmth. This characteristic features 
of the condition leads victims to year 
excessive clothing and to live under 
shelter, especially in climates and sea- 
sons when there is little warmth in 
the sun. Thus is established a ric- 
ious circle. 
the very people who need ’em most! 
No ultraviolet influence on the naked 
skin. And in the quest*of comfort 
victims of hypothyroidism are prone 
to keep their living quarters over- 
heated, forgetting that cooking de- 
stroys the vitamins which may be in 
“fresh” air and altogether, you see, 
it is a very had business. 


AUTO VICTIM'S BODY

The body of Mrs. Fred Chandler, 
62, who was almost instantly killed in 
a collision early Monday morning of 
three automobiles at Lakewod and 
Stewart avenues, will be sent to Co- 
lumbia Falls, Maine, Tuesday morn- 
ing for funeral services and burial. 

Mrs. Chandler, seated on the rear 
seat of the automobile that L. D. An- 
drews, of New York city, was driv- 
ing, was injured internally and her 
skull was crushed.

ty police, is being detained at Fulton 
county jail without bond under a 
charge of murder. He gave a down- 


town hotel as his local address when

Mrs. Chandler’s body was removed 
to the undertaking parlors of Green- 
berg & Bond. Her son-in-law, W. M. 
Hinkey, superintendent of the Under- 
wood company, Columbia Falls, Maine, 
telegraphed instructions to send the 
body there for burial in West Jones- 
port, Mrs. Chandler's home town. 

Two other occupants of the An- 
drews car—Mrs. J. D. Andrews and 
Eliott Andrews, mother and brother, 
respectively of the driver, escaped 
with minor cuts and bruises. 

Those in charge of the probe say 
witnesses told them that Andrews 
was “racing with another machine at 
the time of the crash.” His car 
struck an automobile driven by 8S. W. 
Roush, of Jewel, Kans., hurling it 
against a gasoline pump, which was 
knocked against the automobile of W. 
J. Reynolds, of Jacksonville, Fla. 

Solicitor General John A, Boykin 
launched an investigation of the 
tragedy immediately, submitting to the 
grand. jury testimony of several wit- 
nesses and announcing that the probe 
would be completed by that body next 
Friday, when he will offer a bill 
charging Andrews with murder.

Surging 

While the drama sutrounding the 
final negotiations was proceeding in- 
side the house of commons, the crowd 
outside had been surging back. and 
forth, asking questions and exqhang- 
ing rumors. Similar scenes took place 
throughout Londen. for the city had 
been practically without newspapers 
since noon Monday. 

Many did not wait for the word 
that the strike was on, but drifted 
homeward during the course of the 
evening, moving in groups, laughing 
and joking, seeming not te care 
whether they went to work Tuesday 
or not. 


In the suburbs, and in the great 
slums of ndon, the saloons and 
eating houses were filled until a late 
hour, everyone excitedly discussing 
the chances of gett!2ment. * 

Each according to his lights, the 
man in the street began to think out 
the strike situation for himself. Usu- 
ally he is content to Iet British cap- 
ital and labor fight out their battles 
by themselyes. But this was Great 
Britain’ a first general strike, affect- 
ing every home. 


Britain to Funetion. 


If there was one unanimous ’senti- 
ment, it was that of confidence that 


‘Britain would function throughout the 


strike. 

Recruiting offices throughout the 
United Kingdom were swamped with 
applicants after the announcement of 
the failure of the negotiations in the 
house of commons had been broadcast. 


Rival preparations of the govern- 


ment and the workers continued 
throughout the night—warlike dis- 
patches being flashed by telegraph and 
telephone to every corner of the coun- 
try, giving orders to the various dis- 
trict leaders regarding such things as 
collecting milk or maintaining order. 
Everywhere throughout the country 
soldiers moved mysteriously and un- 
obstrusively. 

At Hyde Park and at thousands of 
other points motor trucks by the 
hundred, the score and the half dozen 
were assembled and tuned up ready 
to transport the morning's milk and 
food.

Strike Is Anneunced. 

It was five minutes past eleven 
when Cook and Thomas made their 
announcement that th@ strike was on, 
and the news came with stunning 
force to members of cOmmons who 
were waiting in the smoke rooms and 
pacing the corridors. 

For hours, everyone had “known” 
that a settlement was imminent. Sir 
Alfred Mond, the. industrialist, had 
said so, and Winston Churchill had 
been cheerfully optimistic. 


Thomas, secretary of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, was a stooped 
and broken man as he emerged from 
the committee room and headed for 
the erowded smoke room.

Rush For Telephones.

Armored cars and trucks manne: 
by crack Cold Stream guards from 
the central London barracks beside 
St. James’ park sifted through the 
traffic and the crowds of strikers all 
night, bound for various destinations 
in the outskirts of London. 

Contingents of sailors. were dis- 
patched throughout the country for 
guard duty. Other soldiers went into 
camp at Altcar. 

Battalions of the first Gloucester 
regiment left Aldershot, which is 
really London’s army camp, although 
30 miles away, and were taken to 
secret destinations in motor busses. 

The strikers jeered the soldiers as 
they passed, but except where some- 
one was intoxicated, most of the con- 
troversy was good natured.

There is a good coach behind every great athlete, no star has ever 
made his records unaided. This is true of boxers, swimmers and foot- 
ball players, as well as track men. 

What is the reason for this? Why 


can’t an athlete read about how 
things are done and follow the books 
alone? And why.is it better to have 
a pooy coach than no coach at all? 

Only an athlete who has tried it 
himself can give a satisfactory answer 
to these questions. 


The reason that an athlete can get 
nowhere without a coach, eyen if he 
has studied teehnique very thorough- 
ly is that it is: absolutely impossible 
for him to see and control his own 
faults. No man has such muscular 
sense that in any given moment he 
can say exactly where he has each 
limb. 


He may think that he is doing the 
exercise correctly, and it may be 
quite well done, too, but there will 
always be some small mistakes which 
Ire cannot perceive himself because 
he-is.unable to see them from the out- 
side viewpoint. 
No Universal Technique. 

Besides, one technique does not suit 
everybody. A short sprinter and a 
tall sprinter cannot use the same 
starting position, any more than two 
differently developed pole vaulters 
can use the same vaulting technique. 
Varying muscular development is 
here of the greatest importance. An 
athlete who has learned all there is 
to learn can choose the technique best 
suited to his body, but a beginner 
cannot judge. 

Of course, all coaches are not 
equally good; there is an immense 
difference between them, but still we 
find that coaches who are poor in 
practice can deévelop first class 
athletes. 

This is because it is not directly 
his technical knowledge which makes 
a good coach. It is epsychological 
knowledge. An athlete must see his 
master in his coach.

lete, hold him in his hand so that ke 
knows the man will do exactly as he 
is told. At the same time he must 
become his friend, talk about techni- 
cal results with him and increase the 
interest of the athlete. 

In other words the coach must in- 
spire his man, Having a coach who 
imposes training hours also makes for 
much more regular training than the 
athlete would observe by himself. 

Only One Coach In Norway. 

Here in America it is easy for an 
athlete to get coaching because all the 
clubs are rich enough to have one, 
and- the same is true of the colleges. 
But conditions are entirely different 
in Europe, and especially in Scandi- 
navia where there is scarcely a club 
whieh has a coach. The universities 
are still worse; the professors think 
athletes make poor students, and 
work against athletics. 

The coaches are employed by the 
athletic unions, and in all Norway ; 
there is only one coach at present. 
Under these conditions it is of course 
hard for a beginner to get any help. 
It is about as hard for a novice to 
Win attention there as it is for an 
extra in the movies here to catch the 
eye of the director. They both have 
to show first that they can do some- 
thing. 

That I am a pole vaulter today I 
owe entirely to my coach, Kreigsman. 
[I didn’t like this event at all, and 
protested against doing it, but the 
sure eye of my coach saw what I was 
best suited for, and his human 
strength held’ me to it. 

After having worked under Kreigs- 
mans orders for six years I know 
what a coach means to an athlete.

New Orleans, May 3.—(4)—The cot- 
ton market developed a fair volume of

As Liverpool was much lower than 
due at the opening, the market open- 
ed practically unchanged and in the 
early trading October sold at 16.73 
arid December at the same figure, or 2 
to 3 points above Saturday’s close. 

The market soon started to ease off 
and continued on the down grade for 
the rest of the session, reaching the 
lows of the day right at the end with 
July at 17.88, October at 16.60 and 
December also at 16.60, or 13 to 14 
points under the highs of the morning. 
The close was barely steady and at the 
lows. A private authority today esti- 
mated the acreage 21-2 per cent less 
than last year and another authority 
claimed that the acreage was virtually 
the same as last year.

Cotton manufacturers are talking pes- 
simistically. The crop. outlook seems 
to be propitious. The premium at/ 
which May and July are selling is 
leading consumers to procrastinate in 
buying both raw cotton and cotton 
goods, and the British cotton manu- 
facturers have agreed to shut down 
the mills consuming American cotton 
for a week. 

The steadiness of the market in the 
face of the adverse news thus sum 
marized was remarkable and is sin 
prising many. .It can. only be ex- 
vege upon the theory that cotton 

as reached a point at which bearish 
influences have lost their. power to 
disturb holders and that the unsold 
portion of the crop will not be pressed 
for sale, at least until the weight of 
— year’s. yield commences to be 
e 


Meantime it may be well to remem- 
ber that there has never been a sea- 
son without at least one major and 
several minor crop scares, and that 
the export movement is commencing 
to pick up again, although it is still 
well behind last year. 

Of the crop outlook there is little 
to be said. In some parts of Texas 
the rains have been excessive, but 
there is no reason to think that they 
have worked much harm as yet. 

It is an old theory that a wet May 
means a short crop because it checks

The Chicago Board of Trade is also 
considering an amendment to its by- 
laws that will reduce the unit of 
trading from 100 bales to 50 bales. 
This amendment will be. voted upon 
by the members of the Chicago Board 
of Trade early in May and the action 
then to be taken is awaited with in- 
terest. 

The changes thus proposed in both 
New York and Chicago reflect the dis- 
satisfaction that is felt in some quar- 
ters with the present system, and it 
is to be hoped that a satisfactory so- 
lution of the problems under con- 
sideration will soon be reached.

The Day in Finance 


Buying Power on the New 
York Markets Was Checked 
‘By Proclamation of a General 
Strike in Great Britain, 


New Xork, May 3.— Whatever buy- 
ing power fra the stock market might 
have developed as a result of the 


growing feeling that slowing down in 
general trade in this country if it does 
come will be short-lived was checked 
by the news from London, which Wall 
street views as the most important 
world news since the war. Leading 
stocks opened down a point or two. 
Then there was a recovery followed by 
extreme dullness and then renewed 
weakness, awaiting news from London. 
Wall street realizes that from ma‘ny 
widely different angles we are di- 
rectly and indirectly interested in 
what is now going on in England. If} 
a general strike in England should 
last only a few hours, the tie-up there 
would be so complete that its influ- 
ence ‘would back up on our steam- 
ships, our railroads, on many of our 
factories and mills, on our farmers, 
on our security and money markets. 
As a matter of fact, at the yery open- 
tag of our stock market here this 
morning there was selling of British 
securities, causing price declines in 
those securities which, in turn, influ- 
enced prices of our own securities. 
In a general strike, if. no food 
moved an Waglish laborer and his 
family would starve together with 
those who are opposed to the strike. 
Therefore, even in case of a prolonged 
strike, food in limited quantities would 
be transported. ‘There would be light, 
water and other absolute necessities. 
But in other directions business would 
become paralyzed in England, which, 
fa turn, would hurt us. Some peo- 
ple are saying that industrially we 
would profit by a prolonged strike in 
England. as we did by the war. The 
man who thinks, however, knows 


better. 
May Call Election. 

If a general strike is called in Eng- 
land, the feeling in the best interna- 
tional banking quarters here is that 
Baldwin would make a wise move by 
calling a general election, depending 
on the great middle class, business 
men, shop keepers, farmers, to so back 
up his hand that Cook aad his fire- 
eating followers would get such a 
licking that as labor leaders they could 


street people believe that labor lead- 
ers such as Thomas and Hodges, if a 
general election is called by Baldwin, 
would be found working on Baldwin's 
side. 

Several weeks must go by before a 
called election can be held fa Eng- 
land. ‘The feeling here in the best 
banking quarters is that in the inter- 
val between calling and holding an 
election to vote oa the existing labor 
s‘tuation in‘ England, undoubtedly 
there would be trouble of a serious 
nature, but that of the final results 
of permanently defeating a leader like 
Cook would more than make up for 


temporary trouble. 

Concerned with their own problems 
the average business man and laborer 
in this country does not know many 
of the details leading up to the situa- 
tion now existing in England. Hew- 
ever, the average American does know 
that fundamentally three economic 
evils led up to the calling of the coal 
strike which grew into threats of call- 
ing a general strike. These three evils 
are first, unemployment doles, paid 
through taxes then a subsidy demand- 
ed by coal miners and mine owners 
paid through taxes, then further back 
than these two evils the demands of 
organized labor Jeaders in all lines 
of industry to restrict production. 

In the case of the coal strike the 
mine owners to meet competition want 
to reduce wages and Jengthen working 
hours and the miners say they will 
take not a cent less in pay and will 
not work any longer. The mine own- 
ers say that if the present high wage 
scale is continued the government 
must help pay them through a sub- 
sidy. The coal miners say that if they 
work longer hours they must be paid 
more and that the government must 
help pay through a. subsidy. If the 
coal owners and miners get such a 
subsidy from the British government 
there is no reason to expect that the 
same thing will not happen in the 
steel industry and in other lines, In 
that case the question arises, who is 
going to pay the taxes to pay the 
unemployment and subsidy doles? 

Get Rid of Evils. 

England's position is that as a re- 
sult of growing foreign competition 
she must get down the cost of mining 
coal and manufacturing and market- 
ing goods. Her leaders say that the 
country cannot stop even sliding back- 
ward until this is done. It appears, 
therefore, that England as a country 
cannot hope to again go forward until 
it gets rid of its three economic evils, 
unemployment doles, subsidies and re- 
stricted production. 

When world war clouds first began 
to gather in the early summer of 
1914, Jacob H. Schiff and other promt- 
nent Wall street bankers familiar 
with international trade and finance 
took the stand that the threatened 
trouble was so unthinkably awful that 
it just could not happen. This mental 
attitude was continued until August 
1 and then these financial and indus- 
trial leaders, forced by actual develop- 
ments to abandon the first stand, said 
that the war could only last a few 
weeks or months unless the world was 
to become bankrupt. In both conclu- 
sions these men were wrong. 

Realizing the importance of the 
news from London, Wall street lead- 
ers started this week in a frame o 
mind somewhat similar to that exist- 
ing before August 1, 1914.
